ther, and demanded to Plead Guilty or not Gui'ty ; as likewiſe 

Charles {obn Coningſmark,who was put upon the ſame Jury he as well 

as the reſt having an Interpreter allowed him ; when they had ſo 

Pleaded:'and pur hemflves upon God and their Country, the Jury 

were Sworn, and they ordered to look to their Charges. Whereup-

After which Sir Francis Withinsopencd the matter and manner of 
the Barbarous Murther,as likewiſe Sir Francis Wianimgton and Mr,

and the firſt that were Sworn were two of Eſquire T-i-,'s Men, who 
gave Evidence, That their Maſter having been in his Coach ar the 
Countcis of Noiburbr-{azd,and returning home,though rhe Pall Al! 
on the day atorcſaid in the Evening, three perions came riding up to 
hs Coach, one Nopping it, and another Hiring into it, and then 
\  +i3rh what halt they could, and although purſuit was made attcr 
tC, they cou:d not be taken : Next the Examinations which were 
raken by Sir :0bn Risby and Mr. /'rideman were ſworn to by the faid 
Juſtices, who gave the ſubſtance of them as followeth. That gor:3ky 
had confclilcd he thor into the Coach at the command of rars. and 
that U-.:5 had confeſſed he went to compel Eſquire Thin to fight 
him, and that for his affronts put upon Count KX9-»/775mark, he de- 
fired Ster» and *0r11:ky only ro ſce fair play, ſaying that rhe latter ti- 
red without his Order, bur it *u"Y proved fully, nor only by their 
Examinations betore the Juſtices, bur likewiſe they in Court confeſ- 
{cd the ſame; the Council proceeded to prove that the Count was 
the Principal contriver of this Murther, whercupon one Mr. Hayſoy, 
Tutor to the Counts Brother was called, who gave Evidence, thar 
he had entertained '80rr5+ky in his Service, but the Friday before the 
Murther, and that he had boughr him a Sword and other Acoutre- 
ments for Horſemanſhip. 

Dr. Fred«rick Harvey being Sworn, tcſtihed, That the Count was 
his Patienr, and that he had a breaking our in his Breaſt, which 
cauſed him ro diſguiſe himſelf, becauſe he would not be obliged to 
Drink or Sort himſelt with any Company. A Foot Boy of his was 


likewile Sworn ; who reftified, That Urats was commonly with his 
Matter, and that the Night the Murder was done, he came thirher, 


and the Count the next Morning fled, having thifted his Lodgings 
three or four times. The Sweed at Roth:ri:b, at whoſe houſe he 
iay, was called, who gave Evidence, That he came to his Houſe, 
celling him he was in ſome Danger, deſiring to have fome Change of 
Apparel, which. he lent him, and the next day he hired a Skuller, 
and was 3 days Crufing upon the River of 7hame;, berwcen that and 
Grave:i-md. The next was Mr.Gitbens, and Mr. K:4, who took him, 
Thcir Evidence was, That they having Norice, from a pcrſon, that 
the Count abſconded at Reth-rirh, they gor a Warrant and purſued 
him to Graves-exd, where they had norticc he was gone, and there 
ſeized him. That after various Diſcourſes, he ſaid, 74. ths b: {+5 
miht prove a ſlain to his blood put that a brave Aftion in Wr might recover 
it. After which the Jury wentout and confideredthe Evidence. When 
they returned, They found Urats, 3orisky, and Stern, Guiiry of 1/:/1- 
{ull Murder ; butthe Count is deferrcd till next Term. Whereupon 


the Court Ces to give Judgment of Death, upon thoſe thar 
were found Guilty, 
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
